There seems to be some 
question as to whether this commis- 
sion was merely one of enquiry in- 
stituted by the government to arrive 
at the facts, or whether it was a 
judicial investigation whose decision 
was intended to close the case. If it 
were an enquiry, in that case the 
government acting for the whole 
people would take such measures as 
might be necessary to reach a know- 
ledge of the facts, without partiality 
to either side; the decision to be 
given on the evidence by the govern- 
ment, subject of course to approval of 
parliament. In that case to allow coun- 
sel for one of the interested parties to 
take part in the eonduct of the en- 
quiry is to give a percentage of ad- 
vantage to the interest thus represent- 
ed that must be to the detriment of 
the opposing interests not so repre- 
sented, especially when the oppositon 
was as direct as in this case. In this 
enquiry the C. P. R. was represented 
by C. C. McCaul, of Calgary. He 
accompanied the commission to all 
points of enquiry and is now in 
Ottawa, preparing his case on behalf 
of the C. P. R. for argument before 
the ccmmission, presumably with the 
object of influencing the decision. 

In view of this the commission 
must have been of the nature of a judi- 
cal investigation rather than of mere 
enquiry. The result to be the finding 
of the commissioner, after taking the 
evidence and hearing the argument. 
In that case the government repre- 
sented by the commissioner, is in 
exactly the same position as a judge 
who only hears such evidence and 
arguments as are brought before him 
by the counsel on each side. In 
this case only one of the sides was 
reprerented by counsel. As the 
decision of the commissioner is 
apparently to be the final result of the 
investigation, this condition was much 
more unfair than it would have been 
in the case of a mere enquiry. This 
principle is so universally recognized 
that in an ordinary court where only 
one side is represented by counsel 
the court will appoint and pay a 
counsel for the other side. But no 
such counsel was appointed in the 
case of this investigation. 

If the commission sat merely as one 
of enquiry, and yet 1s to render a final 
decision, then the position is still 
more unfair. For the public were 
given to understand in the first place 
that the government were to make the 
enquiry with the fullest desire to find 
out and make public the facts. They 
were thus given the idea that no 
effort was necessary on the part of 
private individuals to supplement the 
exertions of the government. And 
then after one side of the evidence 
had been as fully presented as was 
possible with the aid of able counsel, 
and the other side had only been pre- 
sented in hap-hazard fashion, and 
after argument by counsel, again on 
the one side only, on intricate legal 
points, a finding is to be given that 
in the nature of things will close the 
whole case. 

This is the worst feature of the case 
in connection with the Crow’s Nest 
pass difficulties. There have been 
hardships on railway works before. 
Men have died of the grasping natures 
of their employers before Fraser and 
Macdonald. But once the public 
mind was awakened and the public 
conscience aroused on the subject 
there never was an abler effort made 
to lull the public mind and to mislead 
the public conscience than in this case 
-—4& work which has the aid of all the 
conservative and a large share of the 
liberal press. 

While on this subject it may not be 
out of place to recall a little of what 
took place in the house of commons 
and the senate during the closing days 
of the session in connection with this 
case; in justice to Dr. Mead, of 
Pincher Creek, now dead, if for no 
other reason. If Dr. Mead had re- 
mained alive, he would in good time 
have placed himself right before the 
public. But being dead the duty of 
removing the aspersions cast upon 


him in the house and senate necessar- 
ily rests upon other shoulders. 

It will be remembered that when 
Fraser and Macdonald were brought 
to Pincher Creek they were in a dying 
condition, Dr. Mead was called to 
see them. They died before morning. 
As coroner he decided to hold an 
inquest. While the inquest was in 
progress, Haney, manager for the 
C.P. R. got an injunction which 
stopped Dr. Mead from holding the 
inquest. The injunction was argued 
in Calgary. The department of justice 
refused to uphold Dr. Mead by pro- 
viding for the argument of the injunc- 
tion on his side. The decision of the 
judge was reserved for several weeks 
and when it was given against Dr. 
Mead it was too late for another 
coroner to hold an effective inquest. 
While the injunction was pending the 
suggestion was made that the depart- 
ment of justice ask Dr. Mead to 
withdraw and allow another coroner 
to go on with the inquest. The de- 
partment replied to this (1) That Dr. 
Mead when asked had refused to 
withdraw (2) That the department of 
justice had no control over or respon- 
sibility for coroners. 

Probably the minister of justice, 
speaking in his place in the senate on 
this subject, is the best evidence as to 
the aspersions cast upon Dr. Mead 
and also as to the position taken by 
the department. On Friday, June 
10th, Hon. Senator Millsp minister of 
justice said: (senate hansard) 

‘When we received this state- 
ment from Dr. Mead our instruc- 
tion to him was that he had better 
withdraw from the case and let 
another coroner be appointed in 


order that the enquiry might pro- 
ceed. This he declined to do.” 


Also on the same subject at the 
some time and place the hon. minister 
of justice said : 

“ T may say that they (the parties 
acting for the C. P.R.) said Dr. 
Mead was nol a proper party to 
hold the inquest, that he had been 
the physician for these two unfor- 
tunate men, and that he had also 
been an applicant to the Canadian 
Pacific railway for a position as 
medical adviser on the work, and 
he was oftended because his services 
were not retained.” 

Also on the same subject at the 
same time and place, in reply to the 
remark by Hon. Senator Perley 
“He wanted fees too, I presume ”— 
the hon. minister of justice said : 

“That may be. We have had some 
coroners who have held inquests in 
the Northwest before our time, who 
put in their bills and who were paid 
for holding those inquests, and who, 
it was found, had never any in- 
quests to hold. They had drawn 
money under false pretences, and I 
think they were tried by our pre- 
decessors in office, and one of them 
is at the present time serving his 
time in the penitentiary.” 

This discussion in the senate took 
place on a motion by Senator Power 
for the papers in the case. To this 
motion the hon. minister of justice 
replied : 

“T do not think it will be in 
the public interests to bring 
down the papers at the present 
moment.” 

It would strike most people that 
when the burden of blame for stop- 
ping the machinery of justice in this 
important case was thus specifically 
thrown on the shoulders of Dr. Mead 
by the allegation chat when he was 
asked to give place to another “This 
he declined to do,” and when this was 
backed up by the intimation that Dr. 
Meade was prejudiced by personal 
motives "against the company; and 
the further uncalled for insinuation 
as to the reliability of Northwest 
coroners; the least that could be done 
would be to produce the papers in 
proof of the first and main allegation; 
without waiting for a motion fora 
return. But in this case a motion 
was actually offered, but withdrawn 
because opposed by the minister “ in 
the public interests * * at the 
present moment.” As the then pre- 
sent moment has long passed, and the 
public interests are no doubt thereby 
sufficiently protected, the BuLLeTin 
takes the liberty of laying before the 
public copies of the correspondence 
between Mr Conybeare, the agent of 
the department of justice at Leth- 
bridge, and Dr. Mead, furnished by 
friends of Dr. Mead, which corres- 
pondence is the basis of the allegation 
that when Dr. Mead was asked by 
the department to retire he “declined 
to do so.”

Dr. Mead was not instracted that 
“hehad better withdraw,” and Dr. 
Meade did not decline to withdraw. 
On the contrary he distinctly and 
ungestionably placed himself unreserv- 
edly in the hands of the depart- 
ment, and indicated the fullest will. 
ingness to take any course that might 
be thought best in the interest of 
justice. The hon. minister of justice 
had the document which proved Dr. 
Mead’s willingness to withdraw 
at command, and yet declared on 
his responsibility as a member of the 
senate and of the government that 
Dr. Mead had declined to do so. Not 
only so, but he used the influence and 
privilege of his position to blacken 
the character of the man to whom he 
refused the scant justice of publicity 
of the documents upon which he was 


accused. 

Elsewhere in the speech already 
quoted the hon. minister of justice 
said : 

“ But I may say that we have no 
special interest that Dr. Mead 
should hold the inquest. We thought 
he should have been a witness in 
the case, as the party called in to 
attend these men, and that some 
other coroner ought to have been 
asked to hold the inquest. He was 
unwilling to retire and we awaited 
the result of the action.” 

As to the anxiety of the department 
to have case proceed under another 
coroner, whom Dr. Mead_ informed 
them was immediately available, the 
following letter from Mr. Conybeare 
to Dr. Mead, written evidently on 
receipt of the Dr’s telegram offering 
to withdraw, will throw some, if only 
a secondary, or reflected, light : 

Lethbridge, March 3rd, 1898, 


H. R. Mrap, Esq, 
Pincher Creek, Alberta. 

Dagar Sir: Your two letters of 25th and 
26th, both arrived on the afternoon of the 
Ist inst. We had telegraphed you on the 
morning of that day before receiving them. 
The department are determined in view of 
the circumstances attending these men’s 
deaths that a full enquiry shall be held, 
and thought in view of the motion for in- 
junctioa that it might expedite matters if 
the work were taken up by another coroner 
without awaiting the decision. Hence the 
reason of my question whether you would 
be willing to withdraw. But | presume 
the judge will give an early decision. I 
have to-day sent a copy of your telegram to 
the department afid possibly by the time 
they receive it we may know the result of 
the judgment on the motion At all events 
you may rest assured that the euquiry will 
go on either by youreelf or another coroner.

When Dr. Mead offered to with- 
draw, instead of his offer being accept- 
ed by telegram, he was told by letter 


that there was no hurry—although | 


he had said there was,—and was 
assured that the enquiry would go on 
with or without him—in other words 
that the department assumed respon- 
sibility for delay. 

After that letter having been 
written by the accredited agent of his

Dear Sin: Permit me to call the | 


attention of your readers to the im- 
portance of, having every prohibition 
vote polled at the coming plebiscite.

Their campaign 
is a secret one, partly because the 
methods will not bear the light, and 
partly to avoid arousing the tem 
perance people to activity. They pro- 
fess indifference in order to cause in- 
difference among the temperance people. 

I submit the following extracts from 
circular sent’ out under date of July 
Sth, 98, by the Ontario License holder's 
Protective Association. The circular 
consists of resolutions passed at their 
convention in June with comments 
by the secretary of the association. 
He says: “I desire particularly to 
draw your attention to the resolutions 
re plebiscite campaign.” * * «You 
can be rid of the question of prohibi- 
tion * * if for the next three 
months each member of the trade will 
but do his part.” “This conven 
tion recommends a campaign be entered 
on to secure the largest possible vote 
agaiust prohibition.” “No part 
to be taken by the trade in public meet- 
ings, this phase of the campaign to be 
left entirely with the temperance people; 
this committee considers that publie 
discussion would only assist the tem- 
perance party in keeping up the 
enthusiasm.”
